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A  POPULAR  HISTORY  OF  SAINT  PETER'S 

By  Ada  Jones 


The  early  history  of  St.  Peter's  is 
vague  due  to  lack  of  records.  The 
earliest  date  we  have  been  able  to 
discover  indicating  a  Catholic 
presence  in  Greenville  was  found  in 
some  old  records  m  Washington,  NC 
showing  that  the  Reverend  Patrick 
Joseph  Coffey  visited  Greenville  on 
January  24,  1845.  On  this  visit  he 
baptized  Catherine  Jesse,  daughter 
of  a  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Randolph.  There 
are  also  records  during  this  period  of 
a  plantahon  owner  named  Hanrahan 
who  had  Father  Coffey  baptize  his 
slaves.  Little  else  is  known  about  this 
family.  To  this  day,  however,  a  sign 
exists  on  the  railroad  between  Ayden 
and  Grifton  which  says  "Hanrahan." 
Other  records  show  that  a  priest 
came  to  this  area  at  least  once  a  year 
to  take  care  of  marriages  and  bap- 
tisms. There  are  records  of  visits 
made  by  Father  John  Reilly  through 
1883.  The  priests  came  on  horseback 
until  the  Norfolk  and  Southern 
Railway  completed  tracks  and  then 
the  clergy  rode  the  trains— m  the 
caboose  during  the  summer  and  m 
the  engine  with  the  engineer  during 
the  winter  months. 

In  1884,  Father  Thomas  Price,  co- 
founder  of  the  Maryknoll  Fathers, 
was  a  regular  visitor  to  Greenville 
and  purchased  a  frame  building  for 
$50  that  had  been  used  by  the 
Episcopalians.  This  little  church  was 
moved  two  blocks  from  its  original 
site  to  2nd  Street  and  was  placed  on  a 
small  lot  given  by  Colonel  Harry 
Skinner.  This  little  frame  building  was 
the  beginning  of  St.  Peter's. 

In  1895,  the  bishop  of  Charleston, 


South  Carolina,  whose  jurisdiction 
included  North  Carolina,  came  to 
Greenville.  Records  indicate  that  his 
visits  were  a  delight  to  all.  Hospitality 
was  extended  to  him  by  Colonel  and 
Mrs.  Harry  Skinner  and  family.  At 
that  time,  Colonel  Skinner  served  m 
the  United  States  House  of 
Representatives. 

After  some  time,  the  Benedictine 
Fathers  of  Belmont  Abbey  assumed 
the  responsibility  to  care  for  the 
Catholics  of  eastern  North  Carolina. 
Abbot  Haid  was  the  Ordinary.  A 
number  of  priests  came  and  went 
during  this  time.  There  are  records  of 
Father  Joseph  Gallagher  and  his  twin 
brother  Father  Francis  Gallagher 
visiting  Greenville,  New  Bern,  and 
Washington.  In  1914,  Father  Joseph 
Gallagher  baptized  Lena  Saieed  as 
well  as  David  and  Joseph  Hatem. 

In  1915,  Abbot  Haid  placed 
Greenville  under  the  care  of 
Nazareth  House  in  Raleigh.  Father 
George  Woods  and  his  brother, 
Father  Matthew  Woods,  gave  the 
little  parish  more  attention  with 
regular  visits  and  Sunday  Masses 
each  week.  During  one  of  Father 
George  Woods'  visits  m  1917,  he 
baptized  Josephine  Saad,  daughter  of 
Mrs.  and  Mrs.  N.  G.  Saad.  The 
congregation  at  this  time  numbered 
approximately  45,  most  of  whom  were 
Syrian.  The  John  Saieed  family,  the 
Robert  Saieed  family,  the  Hatems, 
and  the  N.  G.  Saad  family  were 
among  this  group  and  were  very 
active  m  the  parish. 

Mr.  John  Karsnak  came  to 
Greenville    from    Scranton,  Penn-

sylvania  m  1922  to  make  Greenville 
his  home.  Mrs.  James  (Lucy)  Ficklen 
married  a  Greenville  businessman  m 
1922  and  moved  to  Greenville  where 
she  lived  until  her  recent  death  in 
April,  1984.  Mr.  Karsnak  and  the  N. 
G.  Saad  family  are  the  only  current 
members  of  the  parish  who  wor- 
shipped m  the  first  church  building, 
as  far  as  is  known. 

When  Father  Charles  J.  Gable 
arrived  at  St,  Peter's  m  1922,  he 
discovered  an  active  altar  society 
who,  with  great  devotion,  kept  the 
little  church  clean  and  always  ready 
for  Mass.  This  group  was  lead  by 
Mrs.  Harry  Skinner,  Miss  Winnie 
Skinner,  Mrs.  A.  M.  (Nell)  Moseley, 
and  Mrs.  Helen  Scott. 

The  first  bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  Bishop  William  Hafey, 
visited  St.  Peter's  in  the  late  summer 
of  1926.  He  was  shocked  at  the 
condition  of  the  little  church  and  felt  it 
was  unsafe  for  the  people.  He  in- 
structed Father  Gable  to  make 
arrangements  for  a  new  building. 
Father  Michael,  OSB,  drew  up  plans 
for  a  new  church  with  an  apartment 
attached  to  the  side  to  serve  as  a 
rectory.  Father  Gable  contacted  the 
Catholic  Church  Extension  Society 
for  funds.  The  construction  of  this 
building  was  a  subject  of  much  local 
discussion  as  it  was  actually  con- 
structed by  just  one  man,  Mr.  I.  W. 
House  of  Maysville.  The  plumbing 
and  heating  was  likewise  installed  by 
one  individual,  Mr.  A.  M.  Dooley  of 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.  Mr.  Dooley's  wife  had 
read  a  story  about  this  church  m  the 
Extension  Society's  magazine  and 
wanted  to  help.  Mr.  Dooley  made 
three  trips  with  his  truck  from 
Brooklyn  to  Greenville  and  gave  the 
materials  and  labor  without  asking  for

payment.  During  this  time  services 
were  held  m  a  vacant  house  donated 
for  this  use  by  a  Greenville 
businessman,  Mr.  W.  H.  Dail.  This 
house  was  located  on  the  corner  of 
4th  and  Pitt  Streets. 

When  the  church  was  completed  m 
1927,  appointments  were  needed  for 
the  church.  Mrs.  Harry  Skinner,  Mrs. 
A.  M.  Moseley,  Mrs.  Herbert  (Lotta 
Skinner)  Bateman,  and  Miss  Winnie 
Skinner  gave  the  marble  statues  of 
the  Blessed  Mother  (now  m  the  school 
hall),  St.  Joseph,  and  the  Sacred  Heart 
in  memory  of  Mrs.  Harry  Skinner's 
son,  Francis  X.  Skinner,  who  had  died 
as  a  young  man  m  1926. 

In  1928,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jamies 
Worsley  moved  to  Greenville  from 
Rocky  Mount  and  blessed  the  parish 
with  SIX  fine  children.  The  Reverend 
Stephen  Worsley,  presently  a  deacon 
serving  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  m 
Raleigh,  is  a  grandson  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  James  Worsley.  He  will  become 
the  first  priestly  vocation  from  the 
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parish  when  he  is  ordained  m  the  not- 
too-distant  future  for  service  m  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

Between  1928  and  1933  several 
Greenville  residents  were  accepted 
as  converts  into  the  Catholic  faith. 
Among  them  were  a  young  banker 
named  Frank  Patrick,  Margaret 
Jenkins  Laughmghouse  and  her  son, 
Dail,  Ada  Jones,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gurganus  and  their  daughter.  Rose, 
and  Mr.  John  Ivy  Smith,  a  prominent 
Greenville  gentleman.  Ada  Jones' 
mother,  Susan,  was  baptized  by 
Bishop  Hafey.  Mrs.  Gurganus  was  the 
church  organist  for  many  years.  Mr. 
John  Ivy  Smith's  conversion  caused  a 
great  deal  of  conversation  and 
disapproval  among  his  family  and 
friends. 

Father  Gable  gave  the  little  parish 
all  the  liturgy  that  was  known  at  that 
time.  Each  Sunday  there  was  a  High 
Mass  sung  by  as  few  as  six  singers 
from  the  parish.  They  were  assisted, 
however,  by  a  non-Catholic  lady 
known  as  the  "Songbird"  of 
Greenville,  Miss  Jesse  Moye.  She 
was  present  for  each  choir  practice 
as  well  as  on  Sundays  and  made  the 
singing  of  the  Latin  Mass  a  beautiful 
occasion.  Another  indication  of  the 
generosity  of  this  lady  was  seen  m  her 
donation  of  an  iron  stand  upon  which 
the  sanctuary  lamp  rested.  This  stand 
is  still  m  use. 

Father  Gable  had  several  assistants 
during  this  time,  among  them  Fathers 
Dennis  Lynch,  Millard  Neale,  Lennox 
Federal  (who  later  became  a  bishop), 
James  Noonan,  and  Herbert  Harkins. 
These  young  priests  learned  first- 
hand of  the  difficult  life  of  the  missions 
of  North  Carolina.

Children  were  given  Christian 
education  by  Father  Gable,  assisted 
by  Elsie  Zahniser,  a  convert.  Each 
summ.er  after  the  closing  of  school, 
the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  Sisters 
of  Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  who  were 
teaching  at  Mother  of  Mercy  School 
m  nearby  Washington,  came  for  two 
weeks  of  training. 

In  January  1946  it  was  announced 
that  the  home  of  Mr.  Joseph  Moye  on 
West  5th  Street  had  been  purchased 
to  be  used  as  a  school.  On  August  27, 
1946  the  Sisters  Adorers  of  the 
Precious  Blood  from  Columbia, 
Pennsylvania,  arrived  to  open  the 
school.  The  first  registrahon  num- 
bered 16  but  by  the  end  of  the  year 
had  climbed  to  24.  It  was  not  long 
before  the  character  of  education 
and  the  splendid  discipline  became 
known  in  the  town  and  the  school 
immediately  created  a  popularity  that 
increased  the  enrollment  every  year. 
The  school  was  named  St.  Raphael  by 
Father  Gable  due  to  his  great 
devotion  to  the  Archangel. 
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On  December  1,  1952,  the  school 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  fire 
started  in  the  furnace  area  before  the 
classes  arrived.  A  vacant  house  was 
obtained  shortly  after  the  fire  and 
classes  continued.  Withm  a  few  days 
after  the  fire,  Bishop  Waters  selected 
a  new  site  on  West  4th  Street  for  a 
new  school.  He  also  purchased  the 
home  of  Mr.  Fred  Rogers  for  the 
sisters,  where  they  currently  reside. 
Work  on  the  construchon  of  a  new 
school  began  immediately  and  the 
new  school  was  dedicated  by  Bishop 
Waters  on  December  13,  1953  with  an 
enrollment  of  134  students.  Part  of  the 
construction  of  the  new  school  in- 
cluded a  cafeteria,  stove, 
refrigerator,  chma  and  silver.  These 
gifts  were  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  Ficklen  m  memory  of  their  son 
Warren,  who  died  in  service  during 
World  War  II. 

During  this  time,  the  congregation 
continued  to  grow  until  the  little 
church  on  2nd  Street  was  over- 
flowing and  the  fire  department 
suggested  that  another  building  be 
secured  for  services.  Father  Gable 
made  the  transition  to  the  school 
auditorium,  using  folding  chairs  and 
an  altar  at  floor  level.  The  stage  was 
left  for  school  functions. 

In  1955,  Father  Gable  was  ap- 
pointed a  Domestic  Prelate  and  given 
the  title  of  Monsignor,  The  parish  was 
pleased  that  recognition  had  been 
given  for  the  years  of  work  done  by 
this  priest.  In  1958,  Father  Gable  was 
transferred  to  Our  Lady  of  Con- 
solation Church  m  Charlotte.  As  a 
farewell  gift,  the  parish  gave  Msgr. 
Gable  a  new  car.  This  gift  seemed 
most  appropriate  m  light  of  the  fact 


that  Msgr.  Gable's  old  car,  a  Buick, 
could  be  heard  blocks  away  and  it 
was  felt  that  Charlotte  had  enough 
noise  already  without  adding  to  it. 

Father  John  Hyland,  a  man  of  tall 
stature  and  a  splendid  sense  of 
humor,  followed  Msgr.  Gable. 
Unfortunately,  Father  Hyland  was 
not  well  and  while  m  Greenville 
was  diagnosed  as  having  "Lou 
Gehrig's  Disease."  In  1960  Father 
Hyland  was  transferred  to 
Greensboro  to  be  m  residence  m  a 

local  parish.  He  died  m  1977. 
Father  Steven  Sullivan  arrived  at  St. 

Peter's  in  1960.  He  found  the  living 
conditions  so  poor  at  the  2nd  Street 
rectory  that  for  several  months  he 
resided  at  Greenville's  one  hotel,  the 
Proctor  Hotel  (now  the  Mmges 
Building).  Finally,  Father  Sullivan 
purchased  the  present  rectory  and 
moved  m.  In  1963,  Father  Sullivan 
exchanged  parishes  with  Father 
Maurice  SpiUane,  who  was  then 
serving  m  Mount  Airy.  At  the  present 
time,  Father  Sullivan  resides  in  Long 
Island,  New  York. 

Father  Spillane  came  to  St.  Peter's 
with  a  brogue  that  could  be  cut  with  a 
knife.  In  a  few  months  though,  the 
members  of  the  parish  became  ac- 
customed to  the  language  of  County 
Kerry.  During  Father  Spillane's 
tenure,  the  Voice  of  America 
selected  Greenville  as  a  location  for 
their  transmission  stations.  The  first 
people  to  arrive  with  Voice  of 
America  were  electricians,  car- 
penters, plumbers,  and  an  architect, 
headed  by  Max  Swoboda.  Father 
Spillane  organized  a  Men's  Club 
which  was  made  up  of  these 
generous  and  talented  people.  The 
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Reverend  Harry  Webb 
Administrator,  1979-1980 


stage  of  the  auditorium  was  con- 
verted into  a  sanctuary  and  the 
folding  chairs  were  replaced  with 
benches  and  the  church  was  painted. 
The  auditorium  was  now  more  readily 
identified  as  a  church. 

Father  Spillane  purchased  the  land 
across  from  the  school  and  the  lots  on 
5th  Street  for  a  new  church.  Father 
Spillane  obtained  new  hand-carved 
Stations  of  the  Cross,  statues  of  the 
Blessed  Mother  and  the  Sacred 
Heart,  and  a  crucifix  which  would 
hang  over  the  high  altar.  He  also 
organized  a  Women's  Club  who 
provided  the  parish  with  funds  for  the 
many  changes  that  occurred.  The 
Women's  club  paid  off  the  loan  on  the 
5th  Street  property  before  Father  was 
transferred. 

The  school  was  given  a  new 
classroom.  Father  Spillane  loved  the 
children  m  the  school  and  almost 
everyday  could  be  seen  doing  lunch 
hour  duty  on  the  playground.  It  was 
also  during  this  time  that  Burroughs- 
Wellcome  located  a  major  plant  in 
Greenville.  This  occurred  m  1970. 
This  caused  the  parish  to  grow 
significantly  as  many  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  newly  opened  plant 
were  Catholic.  In  1976,  Father 
Spillane  was  transferred  to  St.  Paul's 
m  New  Bern  and  Father  J,  Paul  Byron 
arrived  to  become  the  new  pastor. 

One  of  Father  Byron's  major  in- 
fluences on  the  parish  was  the  new 
liturgy  of  Vatican  II.  Under  his 
guidance,  the  laity  became  involved 
as  lectors,  commentators,  and 
eucharistic  ministers.  The  sanctuary 
was  renovated.  An  altar,  donated  by 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  TuUio  Pignani,  was 
obtained  during  Father  Byron's 
pastorate  and  is  still  m  use  today.  The

Blessed  Sacrament  altar  was  ob- 
tained by  Father  Byron  from  the 
private  chapel  used  by  Bishop 
Waters  in  his  residence  prior  to  his 
death  in  1974,  Father  Byron  obtained 
the  loan  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
parish  hall  that  has  been  enjoyed  by 
many. 

In  1979,  Father  Byron  went  to 
Canada  for  a  year  of  study  and  Father 
Harry  Webb  came  as  Administrator 
of  St,  Peter's,  After  Father  Byron's 
return,  Father  Webb  went  to  Ten- 
nessee where  he  is  currently 
residing. 

Father  Byron's  friend,  Father  Phillip 
Walsh,  was  also  a  part  of  St,  Peter's 
during  the  pastorate  of  Father  Byron, 
He  was  involved  m  many  aspects  of 
parish  and  university  life. 

Father  Byron  gave  much  of  himself 
m  the  way  of  liturgy,  music  and 
personality.  One  example  of  his  in- 
terest m  music  was  a  fund  drive 
towards  the  purchase  of  a  new  organ. 
In  1981,  Father  Byron  was  transferred 
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Saint  Peter's  Catholic  Church,  today 


to  St.  Thomas  More  Church  m  Chapel 
Hill  and  Father  Clifford  Frost  came  to 
St.  Peter's. 

Father  Frost  brought  many  gifts  to 
the  parish,  among  them  being  his  gift 
as  a  preacher.  His  sermons  were 
powerful  and  enjoyed  by  many.  He 
also  used  a  style  of  preaching 
unknown  to  many  of  the  parishioners: 
he  walked  up  and  down  the  aisle 
while  delivering  his  sermon.  Father 
Frost  was  characterized  as  a  very 
caring  person.  He  was  very  in- 
terested in  the  underdog  and  worked 
to  help  the  poor.  He  was  also  noted 
for  his  sense  of  humor.  In  July  1983, 
Father  Frost  was  granted  a  year's 
sabbatical.  While  on  his  sabbatical, 
Father  Frost  died  at  his  home  on  the 
Outer  Banks.  He  died  on  August  17, 
1983.  His  death  was  a  time  of  great 
sorrow  m  the  parish. 

On  July  7,  1983,  a  30-year-old  priest 
was  named  pastor  of  St.  Peter's.  On 


that  date,  Father  Michael  Clay 
became  a  pastor  for  the  first  time  and 
is  the  youngest  pastor  m  the  diocese. 
Upon  his  arrival,  he  discovered  some 
30  men,  women  and  children  working 
to  spruce  up  the  rectory  and  officially 
welcome  him  with  their  enthusiasm 
and  generous  spirit.  During  his  first 
year  as  pastor,  the  church,  rectory 
and  grounds  have  been  renovated 
and  spruced-up.  Father  Clay  brings 
with  him  many  talents,  especially  m 
the  area  of  liturgy  and  music.  His  love 
of  the  liturgy  is  especially  apparent  m 
his  reverence  for  the  Word  o^  God 
and  his  endeavors  to  instill  the  same 
reverence  m  the  parishioners.  Father 
Clay  began  the  first  Catechumenate 
in  the  parish  and  has  been  working 
very  closely  with  the  school  to  help  it 
in  a  time  of  transition  and  renewal. 
During  Father  Clay's  first  year,  the  N. 
G.  Saad  Memorial  Library  at  St. 
Peter's  School  was  officially 
dedicated.  The  library  was  a  gift  of 
the  Saad's  m  1982.  Mrs.  Theresa 
Hewett  was  and  continues  to  serve  as 
the  librarian.  Father's  spirit  of  caring 
and  his  sense  of  humor  are  a  source 
of  attraction  to  many. 

This  history  of  St.  Peter's  cannot 
come  to  a  close  as  of  September  1984 
without  making  note  of  a  lovely  lady 
whose  friendly  voice  says,  "Good 
morning.  St.  Peter's  Catholic 
Church."  Mrs.  Vivian  Branch  has 
been  the  church  secretary  since  1975 
and  has  won,  through  her  generosity 
and  willingness  to  help  any  and 
everybody,  the  admiration  and  love 
of  everyone  connected  with  the 
parish  and  school.  Hopefully,  her 
generous  and  loving  service  will 
continue  to  be  recorded  in  our  parish 
history  for  years  to  come. 
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HISTORY  OF  SAINT  PETER'S  SCHOOL 


St.  Peter's  School  (formerly  known  as  St.  Raphael's)  opened  m  1946  on 
West  Fifth  Street  under  Rev.  Charles  J.  Gable,  pastor.  The  teachers  were 
members  of  a  community  of  nuns  from  Pennsylania— the  Sisters  Adorers  of 
the  Blood  of  Christ.  Sister  Crescentia,  Sister  Mary  Lawrence,  and  Sister 
Carolita  Mane  arrived  in  Greenville  on  August  26,  1946. 

Because  of  a  fire  which  destroyed  the  building  on  December  1,  1952,  a 
new  school  was  built  at  the  present  site. 

St.  Peter's  School  is  accredited  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Diocesan  Commission  of  Education  m  Raleigh.  The 
school  is  also  a  member  of  the  National  Catholic  Educational  Association.
